14 May 1949* SON MENDS offered his services at any time convenient 
to us. Proposed to move to Munich with hie wife, 
two children, and take a post at Munich University, 
on official invitation of the latter. British aware 
ih general of his wished to resume university work 
and would accede to his request for release, he says* 
Rector of Mun i ch University ready to arrange the in- 
vitation. 



He wished to leave the British beeasuse: 

his 

a. impossibility to plan either^ intelligence 
or academic career under their sponsorship, 

b. isolated in Brackwede/BAelefel} he is 
painfully aware of his indigenous status and absence 
of long range plans for his future use. 
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Would accept equally transitory status with AIS, 
If he would be able to plan a University Career and 
undertake his own research tut offer® unrestricted 
services anywhere on career basis if physical and 
financial secruity of family assured. 
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Agrees without reservation to follow our operational 
decisions, policies , general and specific requests with the 
same compensation as given ty the British, i.e. 475 EM per 
month , mb lodging for his family and volkswagon on a loan. 

He is in touch with majority of leaders of emigre 
Ukrainians , White Ruthenians, Georgians, Armenians, 
AzerboldMiMV, North Caucasians, Turkestanis, Volga 
and Crimeans tartars, Kalamks, Latvians, and Estonians. 



Proposal was to recruit VON MENDE for six months 
as advisor In his field and in the collection 9 and 
organization of operational intelligence. During this 
time he would establish academic position, independent 
overt student group, library within unidBrsity, and deny 
affiliation with any 1*$.. Could also be kept apart from 
all HOB operations.
